The Baltimore Annual Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
])al Church, South, commenced its ninety-second session in the 
Braddock Street Church, Winchester, Yirginia, Wednesday' 
morning, March 1st, 1876, at 9 o’clock. 

Bishop Enoch M. Marvin, D. D., President of the Conference^ 
in the chair.

Boll Called. 

The roll of clerical members was called by the Secretary of 
the last session, and 81 responded to their names — (see Confer- 
ence directory.) 

The roll of lay representatives, as reported by the Presiding 
Elders, was called, and 25 answered to their names. 

(For names of lay representatives, see Conference directory.) 

Secretaries. 

On motion, John S. Martin, was re-elected Secretary, and on 
his nomination, James E. Armstrong, William G. Coe, D. D., 
and George T. Tyler, were re-elected Assistant Secretaries. 

On motion, the resolution of last year was so changed as to 
require the Financial Exhibit, signed by the Recording Stew- 
ards of the several charges, to be made to the Secretary as 
heretofore — the report of disciplinary collections to the Joint 
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Board of Finance only, and the amounts of MissioriS, Home 
and Foreign, separately, to the Treasurer of the Conference 
Mission Board. 

William E. Miller was appointed as Postmaster for the Con- 
ference, to receive and distribute letters, &c. 

Standing Committees. 

Standing Committees on Sunday Schools, Publishing Inter- 
ests, Education and Temperance were ordered, to be composed, 
each, of one clerical and one lay representative from the sev- 
eral Presiding Elders’ Districts. . 

A Committee on the Bible cause, to be composed of three 
members, and also a Committee on Memoirs, to be composed 
of five members, were severally ordered. 

The Presiding Elder of Winchester District, and the Preach- 
er in charge of Winchester Station were appointed a committee 
on public worship 

Conference resolved to meet daily at 9 o'clock A. M., and ad- 
journ at 1 o’clock P. M. 

Beport of Publishing House. 

The report and exhibit of the Southern Methodist Publishing 
House at Nashville, from Bev. A. H. Bedford, D. D., Agent, 
were presented and read, and referred to the Committee on 
Publishing Interests, and to the Committee on Sunday Schools. 

Missions. 

Communications from Bev. J. B. McFerrin, D. D., and Bev. 
D. C. Kelly, Secretaries of the Board of Missions, at Nashville, 
were presented, read, and referred to the Conference Board of 
Missions. 

Bev. J. B. McFerrin, D. D. addressed the Conference in rela- 
tion to the missionary operations of the Church. 

A book of accounts from the agents of the Southern Metho- 
dist Publishing House, was placed in the hands of L. W. Has- 
lup, for collection. 

Beport on Conference Paper. 

The committee appointed at the last Conference, to take into 
consideration the propriety of establishing a conference paper, 
submitted a report, which was read. 
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On motion, tlid report was received and the committee dis- 
charged. 

P. H. Whisner was excused from serving with the Committee 
of Examination of the third year, and J. C. Dice was appointed 
in his stead. 

Examination, with Open Dooes. 

Conference ordered that the examination of the characters of 
its members, should be conducted with open doors.

Mr. President and Brethren of the Baltimore Conftrence: 

I have the gratification of reporting many encouraging facts 
concerning the present condition of Randolph Macon. The 
growing appreciation of the College among our own people ; the 
name the institution has won by its work; the high rank it has 
attained in the estimate of the best educated classes ; tlie 
extent of its patronage; the diligence and good conduct of the 
students, and the large number of them who are earnest Chris- 
tians ; the love which the young men show they have for the 
College, and the large number who seem desirous to pursue a 
course of study as extensive as their circumstances will allow ; 
these are most encouraging facts. They show how^ limited 
means diligently applied may, through God’s blessing, accom- 
plish much good. 

We have one hundred and sixty-seven students ; forty-one 
from the bounds of the Baltimore Conference, forty-two pre- 
paring for the ministry ; of these, eighteen expect to enter the 
Baltimore Conference, and twenty-six are sons of ministers. 

These figures show we are doing most valuable work for the 
Church. 

Two things tend to give the College a high place in public 
appreciation ; the high standard we require, and the thorough- 
ness of our English course. 

The Study of English. 

I beg special attention to the following remarks on the study 
of English, which will be found in the catalogue. “The Board 
of Trustees, in adding this new school to the established schools 
of the College, has endeavored to remedy a defect that has 
been long felt and bitterly regretted by cultivated men, as the

chief fault in collegiate instruction ; for the study of English in 
the College may, as our experience has shown, be regarded as 
useful both as means and as end. As the means of securing an 
easier and sounder progress in other studies, and especially in 
the study of other languages, the scientific study of the English, 
by preparing the mind for the reception of other sciences, by 
sharpening the intelligence and by stimulating the powers of 
thought and of expression, has shown itself to be of the highest 
utility. But, beyond all that, the Trustees and the faculty are 
profoundly convinced that the opportunity of careful and exact 
study of our own language, as an end in itself, is the greatest 
benefit that our College can bestow upon her sons. Thus, in 
doing this, they are helping to solve the mush mooted question 
of practical education, and are removing from the collegiate 
system the reproach that both in England and America, has of 
late brought upon the Colleges well merited censure. Young 
men born into the possession of a language that comes down to 
them fraught with the wealth of a splendid history, and into 
the enjoyment of a literature that throws open to them the 
highest models of moral and intellectual greatness, ought not 
for lack of teaching, to be suffered to leave College, knowing 
many other things, indeed, but unskilled in the use of their 



mother tongue and with far less knowledge of their own rich 



heritage than of the treasures of foreign lands. It ought no 
longer to be seen that young men at the end of their studies, 
should often be unable to write a letter decently, or to express 
with ease or even with correctness the knowledge they have 
won. The study of the English should, on the contrary, 
wherever English is spoken, enter as the leading element into 
every system of liberal education, and keep pace in its advances 
with the age and progress of the student. For in practical 
value, it of course surpasses, and in scientific value, as part and 
means of mental discipline, it at least equals the study of any 
foreign tongue. The College appeals, therefore, with hope and 
confidence to its friends and to the public to sustain it in this 
effort to place side by side with the Latin and the Greek, with 
the French and the German, the philological and literary study 
of the English. The studies in the school of English are 
arranged in five courses, each of one year.” (Catalogue, p. 20.) 



The Entire Course Thorough. 



The entire college curriculum is such as to give your institu- 
tion rank with those best Colleges that prefer a high standard 
and thorough instruction, to the reputation of issuing annually 
a multitude of diplomas. The College does not erect this 
standard. The age in which w^e live fixes it. The College only 
recognizes and provides for it. 
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Students of Divinity. 

A large number of young men who intend to devote their lives 
to the work of the ministry, come to us for instruction. They 
are required to bring the recommendation of the Quarterly 
Conference of the pastoral charge to which they belong, and to 
execute their bonds for the payment of their tuition fees within 
two years after leaving College, if they fail to devote themseves 
to the sacred work for which they come to us to prepare. 
Every year some of these recruit the ranks of the itinerancy, 
and it is gratifying to observe how large a portion of these 
young men, in both the patronizing Conferences, are doing most 
excellent service in the cause of our Divine Master. 

The Kesources of the College. 

Because of the great financial depression throughout the 
country, we have not yet been able to carry out the plans which 
we brought before you, and which you approved one year ago. 
But w’e do not despair. We trust the future will be brighter. 
The building and endowment fund is slowly yet steadily in- 
creasing. Eev. Thos. A. Ware, the present agent of the College, 
is a faithful, earnest and self-sacrificing Christian minister of 
such ability and zeal, that we hope much from his labors. He 
is diligently devoting himself to this work. The building com- 
mittee have already in hand a sufficient amount to justify them 
in commencing one of the new lecture halls in the Spring. 
Now is the time for all friends of the Institution to begin 
earnestly to put their helping hands to this good work. 

Lack of Money. 

Like every other enterprise of the church, the College feels 
the depressing effect of the financial state of the country. 

This lack of money to carry forward church work, hinders 
progress, multiplies cares, afflicts and depresses ministers, and 
increases the burdens of those faithful people of God who have 
to supply the lack of service of the less generous, and who will 
wear crowns that meaner natures never win. But this lack of 
money is not a strange fact in church history. Perhaps we 
allow it to discourage us too much. Church work always 
demands more money than it can obtain, simply because it is 
always pushed forward by earnest people who are in advance of 
the multitude in benevolence. From the Apostolic age until 
this day, there have been much apathy, want of zeal, unbelief, 
dullness of understanding and illiberality, hindering progress 
and making the church work move too slowly for the warmer 
and more energetic spirits who are fired with the purpose of 
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seeking first, and more than every thing else, the Kingdom of 
God and his righteousness. The Apostolic testimony is, “even 
unto this present hour, we both hunger and thirst, and are 
naked and buffeted, and have no certain dwelling place, and 
labour working with our hands.” Ministers may always expect 
to suffer the afflictions which pertain to religious leadership. 
But these trials are greatly modified wherever we can educate 
the people to appreciate their obligations to care for the cause 
and Kingdom of our Lord Jesus Christ. What a shame it is 
that the church of this day should allow a good useful minister 
of Christ to be compelled to choose between the suspension of 
his ministerial work, or going hopelessly in debt ! How deplo- 
rable, that young men who offer themselves to the church for 
the work of the ministry, should have their hopeful zeal checked 
by tardy or by meagre encouragement ! And how deeply to be 
regretted it is, that even those who are able and willing to pay 
for their education, and who prefer the church school to any 
other, should find the church wanting in sufficient liberality to 
furnish them with College facilities ! To remedy these things 
which we deplore, what shall be done ? 

First of all, the faithful, though burdened, must not flinch 
under the trial, nor despond. Their reward is sure, and it shall 
be great. Let them stand up to their duty as soldiers that 
know how to endure hardness. All honor to such sons and 
daughters of the Almighty. They save everything that is saved. 
They are the salt of the earth. They are the light of the world. 
They are the strength and glory of the church. 

But let us strive to increase the number of these faithful ones. 
Let us teach our churches how to bring forth the fruits of 
righteousness, showing them how that so laboring they ought to 
support the weak and to remember the words of the Lord Jesus 
how he said it is more blessed to give than to receive. 

The GpvEat Work Before Us. 

The great work before us is worthy of patient continuance in 
well-doing, and we shall reap if we faint not. 

To preserve the learning of ages ; to banish idolatry and 
superstition, and diffuse light among all nations ; to correct and 
convert the misapplied energies of men and concentrate them 
upon work that will save humanity from vice and shame ; to 
advance science with beautiful humility and intelligent bold- 
ness; to give each new generation its needful discipline and 
instruction ; to be always in the front rank of civilization lead- 
ing every age ; this is the glorious duty of the Christian Church. 

The Divine Master once rebuked the mistaken and preten- 
sious leaders among the Jews, by saying: “Ye can discern the 
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face of tlie sky and of the earth, but how is it ye cannot discern 
this time? The day of the world’s redemption — the day to 
which prophetic stars had for ages pointed, had come ; yet 
neither king, nor priest, nor philosopher could recognize its 
light. A few truth-seekers from a far country had come to 
bring gifts to Bethlehem’s prince, and a few prayerful shepherds 
heard the world’s morning song of hope from the night-sky. 
It is always so. A few must lead the multitude, and be the 
apostles of every new era, and make sacrifices by faith, and 
begin good works for others to finish. 

Let us do our duty ; do the best we can ; make our church a 
power and a praise in the land. The young men by thousands 
look to us ; let us receive them, educate them, baptize them at 
the fountains of Christian learning, and send them out full 
armed to conquer the world for Christ !

MEMOIRS. 

EEV. FOUSHEE C. TEBBS. 



November 18th 1875, our brother Foushee C. Tebbs finished 
his work and entered into rest. Of his blessedness nothing 
adequate can be said. Of his life on earth only an imperfect 
sketch can be given. 

Bro. Tebbs was born in Fauquier Co., Va., Oct. 11th, 1820. 
His ancestral line was honorable, but the irregularities of bis 
early life threatened its fair fame. He fell into evil associa- 




tions, contracted the vices of his companions, and while yet a 
boy, was chiefly noted for a bad pre-eminence in sin. But it 
pleased God to reveal his Son in him. When about 16 years 
old, he heard a sermon at Upperville, from Kev. Jno. Bear. 
The text fell upon the ear of young Tebbs — more, it was an ar- 
row piercing his heart. The words “Sin no more” sounded as 
a voice from heaven. They were not inaudible when he left 
the house, but in every place, “Sin no more,”! “Sin no more,”!! 
“Sin no more,”!!! marred every carnal pleasure. The impres- 
sion of this sermon was deepened under the ministry of Bev. 
Jno. A. Collins. He purchased a Bible, saying, this “shall be 
the guide of my life, and if there is mercy tor such a sinner as 
I, I’ll seek till I obtain — if there is such a thing as religion. I’ll 
never rest until I feel its power in my heart.” He attended 
class, asked prayer of all who knew the way of life, sought an 
interview with his godly teacher, Mr. Norris, exclaiming as they 
met, “I’ve no God,”! “Pray for me.” Thus he walked in dark- 
ness for three long months, till at midnight of the Sabbath, having 
spent hours in wrestling with God, the answer came, and says 
the one who knew him best, “I’ve often heard him say his soul 
was so filled with joy unutterable, that he could only exclaim 
Glory to God”! The voice of his shouting aroused the inmates 
of the house, and the walls of the old mansion at Ben Lomond 
echoed with praise. His conversion was so clear, that it left no 
room for doubt, and in all his subsequent life, it was a luminous 
spot which no temptation could obscure. 

Bro. T. was received into the church by Eev. N. J. B. Mor- 
gan. The Spring following, he was licensed to exhort. One 
year later he was licensed to preach, and commenced his minis- 
try on Loudoun Circuit, where also it was ended, one week be- 
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fore lie died, in a sermon from the words, ‘‘why stand ye here 
all the day idle.” This last sermon contained a full summary 
of the Gospel Message. The Master calls — how He calls — the 
work to be done — when He calls — time is so short — the 
eleventh hour is at hand, and death comes on apace — be up 
and doing, there is no time for idling. In the elaboration of 
these points, the substance of his many years’ preaching w^as 
condensed, and adds Rev. T. E. Carson, from whom these vrords 
are taken, “nor was that last sermon in vain.” Bro. Tebbs 
wrought in the fields herein named, Westmoreland Circuit, 1 
year, Moorefield Circuit, 1 year, AYinchester Circuit, 1 year, 
Bath Circuit, 2 years, Berkeley Circuit, 2 years, Loudoun Mis- 
sion, 3 years, Fincastle Circuit, 1 year, Rockbridge Circuit, 2 
3 ’ears, Churchville Circuit, 2 years, Lexington Station, 18 months, 
when he entered the army as Chaplin His health failing, he 
rested for the brief space of 2 months, when he returned to 
Rockbridge Circuit. The Spring following, he was stationed at 
Christiansburg, where he remained 2 years, then in order, Fred- 
ericksburg, 2 years. Linden Circuit, 1 year, Montgomery Cir- 
cuit 1 year. Bethel Circuit, 1 year, South Branch Circuit, 1 year, 
Berryville Circuit, 2 years, Jefferson Circuit, 1 year, and last of 
all. East Harford Circuit. 

Bro. Tebbs was of vigorous mind — a man who delighted 
more in ’well-ascertained truth than in profitless speculation. 
His preaching was clear, compact, and as to matter embodied 
the great facts of the gospel. Earnest and incisive, those who 
heard him were convinced that at least he Vvas sincere. His 
ministry was fruitful, and through it many sinners were turned 
unto righteousness. Those who knew Bro. Tebbs will recall 
his delicate sense of honor, and the thorough truthfulness of 
his nature. Such candor and straightforwardness are possess- 
ed by few. He knew nothing of the thrift which follows fawn- 
ing, and, now that he is gone, if any remain who once felt 
themselves aggrieved or rebuked by his honest speech, they 
will honor the man who would not call evil good or good evil. 

“The last two months of his life,” writes one who shared his 
joys and labors through eight and twenty years, “he was evi- 
dently being prepared for what awaited him — his religious 
enjoyment so much greater — seemed only to desire to live that 
he might work for Jesus — never happier than when he felt he 
could instrumentally promote the cause of God.” The conclu- 
sion of the story is soon told. After a ride of 30 miles he en- 
tered his chamber ill of typhoid pneumonia. The mind began 
to wander — his wife reaches his bed-side — she is in an agony of 
prayer that God may so far restore him that he may again 
know her, speak once more the words of love, and testify of his 
liope in Christ. God hears prayer— he rejoices in God— dark- 
liess for a season supervenes — the darkness fiees away — he 
praises God— says, “tell the preachers of the old Baltimore 
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Conference liow I love them, that I love them all — sings 
“Precious Name” — says “there is a mansion for me, one for 
me,” and as the last word was uttered, he looked upward with 
a countenance of rapture, and it seemed as though the parting 
heavens had revealed the glories of the upper world. These 
were his last words on earth ; and I felt, says one who was at 
liis bed-side — I felt in that moment, he had realized his wdsh 
expressed in a late sermon upon the death of Stepheu, in which 
he said, I care not how I fall, nor w'here I fall, nor when I fall, 
if I may, like Stephen, have so much of the Holy Ghost in me, 
that looking up into heaven, I may say, I see Jesus. Admitted 
a probationer in the Baltimore Annual Conference, March, 1845, 
our beloved brother served his generation according to the will 
of God for 30 years, and then fell asleep. His body lies in the 
Cemetery at Middleburg — his spirit is with the just. 

“The Lamb is their light and their Son, 

And lo ! by reflection they shine ; 

With Jesus ineffably one, 

And bright in effulgence Divine.” 

Note. Brother Tebbs died at the residence of Brother Youug, near Pools- 
ville, Md. By this excellent family all was done for him that Christian 
sympathy and kindness could suggest. 

EEV. JAMES F. LIGGETT. 

James F. Liggett was born in Greenbrier County, Virginia, 
April 13th 1831. At the age of seventeen years, he was con- 
verted to God, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, in 
Lewisburg. 

Being called of God to preach the gospel, he immediately 
began the work of preparation, and was admitted into the Bal- 
timore Conference on trial, in March, 1855, and appointed to 
Lexington Circuit. He was appointed in 1856, to Fincastle 
Circuit ; in 1857, to Salem Circuit ; and in 1858-9, to Union, 
Monroe County. 

He was married April 22d, 1858, to Miss Elizabeth, daughter 
of John and Nancy Armen trout, of Eockbridge County, Vir- 
ginia. 

He was appointed to Levelton, in 1860-1-2-3 ; to Salem, in 
1864-5; to Blacksburg, in 1866-7; to East Eockingham, in 1868 
-9-70-71; to Shenandoah Iron Works, in 1872-3-4; and in 1875, 
to Churchville, where he closed his ministry and his life. 

Brother Liggett was a true man, faithful in all the relations 
of life. True to himself, true to his family, true to the church, 
faithful to his business engagements, faithful to his work, faith- 
ful to the Master. Men of less courage or less devotion would 
have quit the field seven years before he did. His friends, in 
the ministry and out of it, advised him, on account of his 
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health, to retire from the effective ranks before he went to East 
Eockingham; but like our Great Pattern, he felt that he “must 
work while it was called day.” He preferred to be carried 
home on a burnished shield.

I He was a gooel theologian, an earnest preacher, a successful 

I revivalist, a faithful pastor, and of him it might be appropriately 

S said, “the zeal of thine house hath eaten me up.” 

I The spirit of the man is more distinctly set forth in a letter 

I written to his Presiding Elder during the last Conference ses- 

^ sion, than it could be by any words of ours, and as it is his last 

■ report to this Conference, we give the letter entire : 

SHENANDOAH IRON WORKS, } 

March 5^/i, 1875. f 

Dear Brother Martin : 

I have given up all hope of getting to Conference. The weather has contin- 
ued so unfavorable, and the increasing difficulty of travel on the roads, puts it 
almost beyond the possibility of getting there. I wish I could be there, to re- 
lieve, if possible, your mind of any anxiety or difficulty in my case. Remem- 
ber, however, my aspirations are to some humble home and people, where I may 
best serve the interests of Christ’s Kingdom. I am willing still to endure pri. 
vations to the full extent of my physical strength. Drop me dmen at any point 
where 1 can work best—?^ small circuit or station — and I will adjust myself to the 
place with all my powers. 

1 pray God you may have a harmonious session, and that the Great Head of 
the Church will guide you in all things 
Bro. Mi lues will be there with my reports.

After Conference, he entered promptly and hopeful!}^ upon 
his work, but in a few 'tveeks, he departed to be wdth Him who 
said, “Be thou faithful unto death, and I will give thee a crown 
of life.” 

He died on the day of 1875, in great peace 

and triumph, a fitting close to a bright and joyous Christian life. 
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BIBLE CAUSE. 

The Committee on the Bible Cause beg leave to report, as 
follows : 

A systematic and thorough circulation of thejSacred Scriptures 
is a work, the importance of which cannot be over-valued, and 
the good results of which cannot be fully estimated. Next to 
the preaching of the w^ord, in vg^lue, may be regarded the dis- 
tribution of the written word amongst families and individuals 
of all classes. To place a copy of the Holy Bible in the hands 
of every individual in the land, is indeed a delightful conception, 
and it would seem, that through the agency of the State and 
County Bible Societies, and the instrumentality of the Christian 
Church, this end could be easily accomplished. At a time like 
the present, when light and immoral literature is extensively 
circulated, by zealous agents and news-mongers, through the 
land, and along all the great thoroughfares of travel, when er- 
roneous and strange doctrines are boldly advocated, when the 
most insiduous forms of skepticism are wide spread, and when 
science, falsely so called, is keeking to insinuate doubts in 
regard to the most essential principles of Christian truth, it well 
becomes the church of God to counteract all such evils as far 
as possible, not only by sound and evangelical preaching and 
pure Christian example, but also by a vigorous dissemination of 
the Holy Bible. 

The question is, have we as a Conference of Christian minis- 
ters done our wdiole duty in this direction? Last year the 
amount reported as raised for the circulation of the Bible, was 
$604.35. This year the amount reported is $245.13. An addi- 
tional amount however, of $42.98, is reported by the agent of 
the Virginia Bible Society, as having been raised by him 
within the bounds of the Baltimore Conference. This compar- 
ative statement shows that $316.24 less was raised this year 
than was raised last year, for this most worthy object, and this 
certainly is an exceedingly small amount for a body as large as 
ours to collect, and ought to admonish us to do better. 

We therefore offer for re-adoption, the following resolutions 
passed by the last Conference, (viz :) 

Besolved 1st. That it be recommended to the pastors of the 
different charges to preach on the subject of the study and cir- 
culation of the word of God, and to take up collections to aid the 
Bible Society in this special work. 

Besolved 2d. That a cordial welcome, and hearty co-opera- 
tion be given to the agents of the Bible Society, whenever they 
xnay visit our charges, and that all amounts of money, whether 
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collected bj the pastors themselves, or the agents, be carefully 
noted, and duly reported at Conference, so that the Church 
may have full credit for all that may be done in this depart- 
ment of Christian work.

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

The Committee beg leave to report : 

There are many encouraging facts in connection with the 
Sabbath School work — the numerical increase, the large number 
of conversions in the Sabbath Schools, the rapid dissemination 
of an earnest spirit in connection with the moral and spiritual 
welfare of the children brought under our Church care, are 
encouraging facts, and demand our profound gratitude. 

The Church in all parts of the country seems more faithfully ‘ 
than ever in the past, to be moving in obedience to the com- 
mand of Christ : “Feed my Lambs.” 

No branch of our Church work has drawn more rapidly to its 
aid, the attention and thought of the best minds and earnest 
spirits of the Church, than that of the Sabbath School. 

The Sabbath School, while not designed to supplant home 
instructions, has under its control to a degree involving great 
responsibility, the development of true religious thought in the 
minds of those committed to its care. 

The Sabbath School is now regarded a co-ordinate branch of 
the Church, upon the success of which depend the advance- 
ment of our Church in numbers, filling up and increasing oui- 
ranks, with minds stored with religious truth and purified b}" 
grace. 

We have carefully examined the Sunday School Magazine, 
Lesson Papers, Sunday School Visitor and Little People, sent 
us by tile agent at Nashville, and from that examination, and 
from our former knowledge of them, we regard them as publi- 
cations of superior merit and better adapted to the wants of the 
children of our Church than any other publication within our 
reach. 

We report the following resolutions for adoption by the Con- 
ference : 

1st. That our own Sabbath School Literature be used in pre- 
ference to all other publications. 
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2J. That we recommend to all the preachers of this Confer- 
ence, the introduction of our series of Catechisms into all our 
Sunday Scliools. 

3d. That we suggest to our preachers that they visit the 
Sabbath Schools, preach to them and impress upon the minds 
of parents and the officers of the schools, the importance of 
leading the children to an early consecration to God. 

4th. That we condemn the use of light and trashy literature, 
much of which is to be found in many of our Sabbath School 
Libraries. 

5th. That our preachers and people be requested to secure 
and carefully read Dr. Eegester’s book, “Children and the 
Church,” which is a most valuable contribution to our Church 
Literature. 

6th. That special effort be made to secure religious teachers 
in our Sabbath Schools; and tliat we may supply our schools 
with competent Christian instructors, we recommend that bible 
classes and teachers’ meetings be organized under the direction 
of the pastors and superintendents. 

7th. AVe do most earnestly urge upon superintendents the 
employment of all proper means to secure a larger attendance 
of our Sabbath School children upon the public ministration of 
the word. 

8th. That our ministers and superintendents of Sabbath 
Schools endeavor to cultivate a spirit of liberality among the 
young by exhortation, and the establishment of a system of 
weekly contributions for the benefit of some worthy object of 
our Church. 

9th. That our preachers be requested to preach a sermon 
occasionally on the relation of children to the Church, and the 
duty of church members and parents in attending the Sabbath 
School. 

10th. That our Sabbath School workers, as far as practicable, 
attend the Sabbath School Convention of this Conference, to be 
held at Lewdsburg the ensuing Summer. 

We w^ould also state that w^e received from Dr. Bedford, a 
communication recommending the appointment of a Sabbath 
School agent. In reference to this matter we have taken no 
action, but leave the matter in the hands of the Conference. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

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EDUCATION. 



It is no longer an open question whether or not the church 
of God shall undertake and carry on the work of education. 

The word of God fixes the obligation to inform the under- 
standing, instruct the conscience, and bring every thought into 
captivity to the obedience of Christ. The obligation has, in 
some measure, been confessed, and the matter of Christian educa- 
tion has now a large place in the deliberations of religious 
bodies. It is felt that it would be a dishonor to the Church to 
fall below the standards of culture known to secular systems, 
and that the formal defense of the Christian faith requires, in 
addition to the power of the preacher, the faithful use of the 
best and most thoroughly trained intellectual agencies. So 
much admitted, it is simply a question of sufficient provision. 
How much ought we to do? How much are we doing? AVe 
cannot here make reply. Enough to say, that an investigation 
into the educational demands of our own Conference, the facili- 
ties furnished, and the resources at command will show that we 
are certainly" not doing more than we ought, that we cannot in 
conscience do less, and that a reasonable response from the 
many wffio hold in hand the wealth with which God has entrust- 
ed them for carrying on His work, would amply sustain our in- 
stitutions of learning, and insure rapid progress and large gains 
to the Church in the fields of intellectual and religious endeavor. 
The following brief statements show the provision made lor the 
benefit of our young of both sexes, and the requisites for their 
successful operation : 

EANDOLPH MACON COLLEGE. 

The President’s report, whose publication in the Annual Reg- 
ister we recommend, sets forth the condition of the College so 
fully that it is only needful to add the following resolutions, viz : 

Resolved, 1st. That we rejoice in the gratifying prosperity of 
Randolph Macon College, notwithstanding the great financial 
pressure which has somewhat hindered the execution of the 
plans projected for its better endowment. 

2d. Resolved, That the usual assessment of $2,000, as a fund 
for the education of the beneficiaries at the College, be made 
by the Board of Finance for the ensuing year. 

3cZ. Resolved, That as a Conference, we will cordially and 
earnestly co-operate with the Trustees and Agent of the College 
in their eftort to promote the welfare of the College. 
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WESLEYAN FEMALE INSTITUTE, 

At Staunton, Ya. 

This Institution, while not enjoying quite as large a patron- 
age as for some years past, yet reports 95 boarding pupils; and 
in view of the high grade attained by this school under Dr. 
Harris, we most cordially renew our recommendation of it to 
the patronage of our people. Its facilities, both as to position, 
accommodations, and character of its faculty, places it in the 
front rank of our Educational Institutions. 

Inasmuch as a financial exhibit of the Institution has been 
referred to our Committee, we feel authorized to express the 
opinion, that, under the present arrangement, the Board of 
Trustees are receiving so small an amount annually, as seriously 
to threaten financial embarrassment to the Institution in the 
near future, and we therefore urge that the Beard of Trustees 
take measures to increase said income so as to reduce, as 
speedily as possible, the present enormous debt of over $30,000. 

Resolved, That the Trustees of the Wesleyan Female Institute, 
at Staunton, Va., be and they hereby are requested to appoint 
a Committee to investigate the financial condition, ia full, of the 
said Institute, yVom the purchase of the uew huildhiq to the p re ent 
tim^, and report to the next session of the Conference.

VALLEY FEMALE COLLEGE. 

The Committee is gratified to report still an encouraging 
advance in the prosperity of this Institution under the Presi- 
dency of Bev. B. Arbogast, A. M. 

It has improved in its patronage. 

From being third in numbers among the Female Colleges of 
Winchester in its first year, it is now, in its third year, the first. 
Valuable improvements have been made in the buildings and 
grounds. We were pleasantly surprised at the spaciousness 
and beauty of the College building. The remarkable exemption 
of the pupils from disease from the foundation of the Institu- 
tion is a noteworthy fact. We are very glad also to announce 
the religious prosperity of the school; as formerlv, many of its 
pupils have been converted the present year. The College is 
evidently growing, as it richly deserves, in public favor. We 
commend it cordially to your fostering care, and look confident- 
ly for its increasing prosperity. 
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THE LONOAK FEMALE COLLEGE, 

At Martinsburg, West Virginia, under the management of Rev. 
Jno. P. Hyde, A. M., is reported to us as in a prosperous con- 
h dition, and the Visiting Committee appointed by our last Con- 
ference have presented us a very favorable account of its condi- 
tion and prospects, and we hereby heartily recommend it to the 
patronage of our people in its vicinity. 

i In conclusion, we offer the following resolutions : 

* Resolved, 1st. That we recommend the establishment, wherever 
practicable in our charges, of schools for both sexes in the in- 
terest and under the patronage of our owm Church, and urge 
our people to give the preference to such schools, and encourage 
them by sending to them their children. 

Resolved, 2fZ. That the Bishop be requested to appoint a Vis- 
iting Committee to each of the above named Institutions. 

Resolved, 3 1. That said Committees be required to present a 
written report of their visits not later than the second day of 
the Conference, to be laid before the Committee on Education.

PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

The Committee on Pnbliching Interests, to whom was referred y 
the communication of Dr. A.. H. Redford, Agent of the Publish- 
ing House at Nashville, respectfully report : 

That they are gratified to learn from the exhibit made by the 
agent, that the establishment is in so healthful a financial con- 
dition, notwithstanding the depression in the monetary interests 
of the country, for several years past, the assets showing an 
excess over liabilities of $306,701.55. That, in view of the 
peculiar difficulties besetting this enterprise during and since 
the war, and especially the destruction of the house, a few years 
since, with its machinery and material, by fire, it is an occasion 
for grateful recognition that it has reached its present state of 
at least comparative prosperity, and survived a period of com- 
mercial disaster during which so many older and seemingly 
more stable establishments have been wrecked. 
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We would recommend to the Conference the adoption of th^ 
following resolutions : 

Resolved, lst» That we recognize the very important relation 
which the Publishing House at Nashville sustains to the general 
interests of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and 
heartily commend it to the confidence and support of our people. 

Resolved, 2d. That regarding the agency of the press, second 
only in its power for good to that of the pulpit, we urge our 
preachers and people to patronize our own publications, and aid 
in giving them as extensive a circulation as possible, by this 
means diffusing more widely our own doctrines and usages^as a 
Church, and thus seeking to counteract as far as we may be 
able, that pernicious literature so widely afloat in our land, and 
exerting so baneful an influence upon both the faith and morals 
of our population. 

Resolved, 3d. That we recommend the Nashville Christian 
Advocate, edited by Bev. Dr. Summers, as the accredited organ 
of the Church at large, and an important medium of informa- 
tion on all matters affecting its general w'elfare and prosperity. 

Your committee would furthermore recommend most heartily 
to the patronage of our people the Southern Quarterly Review, 
edited by Rev. Dr. Bledsoe, and Mrs. Bledsoe Herrick, as a 
magazine conducted with rare ability, and occupying a most 
important place in our Church Literature.

Whereas, at the last annual session of the Baltimore Confer- 
ence, held at Mt. Vernon Place Church, Washington, D. C., a 
committee of nine was appointed “to inquire into the practica- 
bility of publishing a weekly religious paper in the City of Bal- 
timore, as the organ of the Conference,” and whereas said com- 
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mittee has fully investigated the whole matter submitted for its 
consideration. Therefore, 

Bcsolved, That we find it impracticable to publish said paper 
at this time.

TEMPEEANCE. 

The Committee on Temperance beg leave to report : 

The evils arising from the drinking of intoxicating liquors are so 
wide-spread and destructive, that it needs no argument to show 
their existence. There is scarcely a hamlet, or indeed a family 
that sooner or later does not grievously suffer from their ravages. 
Instances where intemperance has utterly crushed the dearest 
hopes of life, and brought poverty, neglect, shame, disease and 
death to homes once peaceful and happy, are too sadly familiar 
to us all. Misery and crime are its fruits in this life. More 
terrible still, eternal ruin is its ordinary result in the next. “No 
drunkard shall inherit the Kingdom of God.” Every year 
thousands of souls become its victims and are forever lost in 
liell. On so pernicious a practice the condemnation of the 
Church of God ought to be stamped deeply and plainly. She, 
Avho also claims, and justly, to be the best guardian of temper- 
ance, should give forth no uncertain sound as to this matter, 
but unsparingly rebuke all who, whether by the distillation, sale 
or actual unnecessary use of ardent spirits, promote this fearful 
vice among the people. There is reason to believe that some 
have wrongly imagined from the failure of the requisite 
majority of the Annual Conferences to ratify the new rule on 
this subject, proposed by our last General Conference, that we 
have no law prohibiting these practices. Care should therefore 
be everywhere taken to clearly set forth, and strongly maintain 
the contrary position as the one truly held by our Church ; 
otherwise we shall inevitably be discredited in the eyes of the 
world and lose much of our power for good. Discipline also, 
whenever needed, should be rigidly enforced without fear or 
favor. “Holiness to the Lord” should be written over the door 
of the Church, in this as in other things, and should be the 
object of our efforts at all risks. If not, the spreading ulcer 
Avill soon eat out the life of the Church. 

We recommend the following Eesolutions ; 

1st. That our people be reminded that the manufacture and 
the sale, as well as the drinking of ardent spirits as a beverage, 
are positively prohibited by the laws of our Church. 
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2d. That we earnestly enjoin upon our preachers and people, 
by all proper means, to discourage the making, vending, or un- 
necessary drinking of spirituous liquors; and especially in their 
own practice carefully to observe the requirements of our Church 
to abstain from them all. 

3d. That we urge all our preachers in charge to a strict 
enforcement of our laws in this regard against all among us 
guilty either of beginning or continuing such practices ; also to 
preach at least once during the year in all their congregations 
upon this subject. 

4th. That the Conference elect seven delegates, three clerical 
and four lay, to attend the “International Temperance Confer- 
ence,” called to meet in Philadelphia, June 13th, 1876 ; also 
that the secretary of the Conference be requested to send the 
names of such delegates to J. N. Stearns, Esq., No. 58 Bead 
Street, New York.

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CONSTITUTION 

OP THE 

BOAED OF HOME MISSIONS 

Of the Baltimore Conference of M. E. Churchy Souths as amended 

. March 9i/<, 1875. 

Article L This Board shall be deuominated and known as 
the Board of Missions of tlie Baltimore Annual Conference of 
the M. E. Church, South. 

Art. 2. The Board shall consist of eleven Managers, to be 
chosen annually by the Conference, seven of whom shall be cler- 
ical and four lay members; and at their first meeting they shall 
elect their own President, Vice President, Secretary and Treas- 
urer. In case of vacancy, by death, resignation, or otherwise, 
the Board shall fill the same, subject to confirmation by the 
Conference. 

Art. 3. The President, and in his absence the Vice Presi- 
dent, shall preside at all meetings of the Board. 

Art. 4. Five members shall constitute a quorum. 

Art. 5. The Treasurer shall take charge of all the funds and 
property of the Board, subject to the order of the Board, and 
shall make an accurate and full report annually of all the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of the Board. 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a full and complete record 
of the proceedings of the Board, and shall make the Annual 
Eeport of the Board. 

Art. 7. Preachers in charge of mission work are required to 
make quarterly reports of the same to the Secretary of this 
Board. 

Art. 8. All money collected for missionary purposes shall be 
paid first to the Treasurer of the Board, and hy him, pro rata to 
the several claimants. 

Art. 9. Collections for missions shall be taken in all the 
charges of the Conference without reference to the anniversary, 
and the money collected at this meeting shall be appropriated 
to the fund for the next ensuing year. 

Art. 10. All amendments to or alterations of the Constitu- 
tion of the Society shall be proposed by the Board, to be con- 
Jirjned by the Conference?

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KEPOET OF SECEETAEY OF BQAED OF HOME 
MISSIONS, BALTIMOEE CONFEEENCE. 

Bariug the past year we have sustaiued within our bounds, 
twenty-four missions. One being a mission amongst the Ger- 
mans of Baltimore and its vicinity, and under the successful 
management of Eev. E. N. S. Blogg, of the Virginia Conference- 

One young man, of fine promise, has been converted in this 
mission, and is now laboring with much zeal and success 
amongst his German countr^nnen in Texas. Another has been 
found in this mission who is now preparing for the missionary 
work amongst the German settlers of Brazil, S. A. Bro. Blogg 
has been ably assisted in his labors by Eev. Gotleib Meyer. 

Of the other missions, one has been in the Baltimore Dis- 
trict — Beltsville — in charge of Eev. AVm. A. McDonald. Two in 
the East Baltimore District — West Harford and Kent — which 
have been respectively served by Eevs. Chas. Torreyson and 
Elias Welty, and with encouraging results. 

In the Washington District we have had one mission, under 
Eev. J. P. Hall. This mission has been absorbed during the 
year by the surrounding regular appointments. 

In the Winchester District we have had four missions — Fred- 
erick, Berryville, Morgan and Shenandoah, efficiently conducted 
by Eevs. Geo. Stevenson, A. B. Dolly, Wm. M. Hiner, and A- 
Eoby. The Shenandoah mission has been divided during the 
year, and a self-supporting charge constructed. 

We have had in the Eockingham District three missions, viz: 
Eockingham, under Eev. J. T. Maxwell ; Elk Eun,. under Eev. 
AVm. B. Dorsey ; and Furnace No. 2, under Eev. L. Fox. Tliese 
missions present many features of interest and give promise of 
much good. 

In the Lexington District we have had four missions — Fair- 
field, in charge of Eev. J. S. Porter ; AVest Augusta, in charge of 
Eev. S. B. Dolly; Monterey, in charge of Eev. Thos. Hildebrand; 
and Green Valley, under Eev. A. H. AYay. These missions 
have been faithfully cared for, and with gracious results. 

The one mission in the Lewisburg District — Edra}" — has been 
well served by Eev. J. W. Canter. 

In the Eoanoke District we have had four missions, viz ; 
Christiansburg, New Castle, Catawba and Lafayette, in charge 
respectively of Eevs. F. A. Mercer, Eobt. Eoss, Jno. D. Edding- 
ton, and L. Butt. Labors upon these missions both abundant 
and successful. 
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Moorefield District has had two missionary fields within its 
bounds, viz : Hardy and South Fork. Both rugged and with 
many discouragements, but faithfully served by Bevs. J. Yarner 
and Asbury C. McNeer. 

The Board revised the appropriations to the above missions, 
making a reduction of amount to Potomac mission of $50.00. 
The full amounts to the other missions were continued and or- 
dered to be paid in full, aggregating $5,275.00. 

On motion, it was resolved to continue in office the same 
President and other Officers of the Board of Missions as exist- 
ing past year. 

The Board also resolved to be rigid in enforcing the Seventh 
Article of Constitution, referring to preachers on missions 
making quarterly reports to the Secretary of Board. 

On motion, it was resolved that the President and Secretary 
of our Home Mission Board, be and are hereby directed to 
make request of the Board of General Missions, at Nashville, 
for an appropriation of the sum of $500.00, for the support of 
our German work in Baltimore City. 

Encouragement was extended to Bev. Sami. Bush ton, a col- 
ored local preacher belonging to lieesburg Station, Washington 
District, to continue his labors amongst his own people in and 
about Leesburg, Va. — $25.00 appropriated.

These reports each year have been surprising to us. The Conference directed 
the Secretary to call attention to these discrepancies, and to state that within 
the two years past a number of new church buildings have been erected, and 
that no instance has been brought to our view of the loss of such number of our 
churches by litigation or otherwise. 

Without accounting for the loss of 11 churches the previous year — by com- 
paring the statistical report of 1875 with that of 1876, we see a decrease of 
7 churches.

Believing that the mortifying deficiences which from year to year are reported 
by our preachers, arise more from a want of some systematic plan well carried 
^ out, than from a want of ability to pay, we recommend the following plan for 

your adoption ; 

I. At the first Quarterly Conference, after the Stewards shall have ascertained 
the amount of the preachers’ allowance and the Presiding Elder’s claim, and 
apportioned the same to the several appointments of the charge, and determined 

■ in how many installments the yearly contributions shall be paid, in accordance 
with the discipline, then let the Stewards, with such other judicious brethren 
as they may call to their aid, assess the amount it is expected to raise at each 
appointment, upon all the members of the Church, individually, according to 
their several ability. 

This assessment to be regarded as a suggestion as to what, in the judgment 
of the Stewards, each member ought to pay, and vrhat is necessary to meet the 
demand. 

II. This being done, the Stewards should see all the members of the Church 

\ as soon as practicable, and if possible, get them to agree to their assessments ; 

if not, then say what they wiU contribute. 

III. Then let a Chureh Conference be called at the earliest possible day, at 
every appointment, and let the Stewards announce what has been done. 

Each Steward shall keep in a book the names of the members assigned to him, 
Avith the amounts assessed to each, and he shall be expected to see that the 
amounts assessed are brought up in full. 

IV. Let a Church Conference be held at the close of each quarter, at every 
appointment, and let one of the Stewards read out what has been assessed and 
how much has been paid by each member at said appointment. 

The preachers shall urge our people to a more general attendance upon the 
Church Conferences ; and it shall be the duty of the Presiding Elders to aid in 
this matter, and urge its importance upon both preachers and people, wherever 
it may be necessary. 

We earnestly recommend that no man shall be elected to the office of Steward 
out of mere compliment ; and that no inefficient person be retained where it is 
possible to secure the services of men otherwise qualified according to the dis- 
cipline, who would probably be more diligent and efficient in matters of finance. 

The attention of our preachers and people is hereby called especially to para- 
graph 4, Section I, Chapter IX, page 156 of the discipline, on this subject.
